Never Heard of Two Brokerage 
Firms Which Accused Him of 
Speculation, He Asserts. 


REPLACED ALL MONEY SPENT 


Admits Personal Use of Some Cam- 
paign Contributions, but Insists 
He Repaid Them. 


MAY INDICT INSTEAD OF IMPEACH 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 10.—After a long con- 
ference tonight with some of his close polit- 
ical advisers, Gov. Sulzer issued a short state- 
ment denying absolutely that he ever used 
campaign funds for speculative purposes. 

He says he never heard of the stock broker- 
age firms of Fuller & Gray and Boyer & 
Griswold, alleged transactions with which 
figured largely in the testimony before the 
Frawley legislative committee, until these 
names were brought out before the commit- 
tee, 8 | 

The governor admits he did apply certain 
campaign contributions to his personal use, 
but adds that he made the amount good. He 
also admits having had transactions with the 
stock firm of Harris & Fuller, but insists that 
his accoufit with this firm was not speculative 
and consisted of a loan on stock and collat- 
eral. He denies that he ever speculated in 
Wall street. 


Sulzer Gives Out Statement. 

The statement was given out by Chester 
C. Platt, the governor's secretary. Among 
those present at the conference were Louis 
Marshall, John A. Hennessy, Louis A. Sar- 
reky, and Mr. Platt. The statement follows: 

In view of the fact that the Frawley com- 
mittee is about to make its report.of the in- 
vestigation it has been making, 1 am ad- 
vised that it would be unwise for me at this 
time to make any detailed statement in re- 
ply to the matters that had been brought to 
the attention of that committee, but hav- 
ing promised that I would furnish the press 
a statement, in fulfillment of that promise 
I make the following brief reply to the 
matters that I am informed had been 
brought before such committee: 

1 deny that I used any campaign con- 
tribution for personal use. 

“JI deny that I speculated in Wall street 
or used money contributed for campaign 
purposes to buy stocks either in my own 
name or otherwise. 


Never Heard of Firms, 

“TI never had an account with Fuller & 
Gray or Boyer & Griswold. I never heard of 
these firms; I do not know the members and 
knew nothing about the transactions with 
these firms testified to before the Frawley 
committee until recently threatened with ex- 
posure, and the alleged transactions were 
brought to my attention by the Frawley com- 
mittee. 

The stock matter with Harris & Fuller 
was not a speculative account or matter, but 
a loan made upon stock as collateral, which 
stocks had been acquired and paid for years 
before my nomination for the office of gov- 
ernor apd from other sources than Harris & 
Fuller. 


Repaid Money He Used. 

Certain checks given to me for cam- 
paign purposes were deposited to my per- 
sonal account, and thereafter I paid the 
amount of said checks to my campaign com- 
mittee. 

“In filling my statement of receipts and 
expenditures with the secretary of state I 
relied upon information furnished me by 
the persons in immediate. charge of my cam- 
paign and in whom I had and have the most 
implicit confidence, and I believe the state- 
ment furnished by them to me to be accurate 
and true.“ 

Eugene Lamb Richards, counsel for the 
Frawley committee, who is at Saratoga, said 
tonight that the report to the legislature 
would be short and would deal principally 
with the testimony concerning Gov. Sulzer’s 
campaign contributions and stock trans- 
actions. 

The general impression is that,: with a 
majority of more than two-thirds in the 
assembly, there will be enough Democratic 
votes in that body to initiate impeachment 
proceedings against the governor without 
the ald of the Republicans or Progressives. 
Seventy-six of the 102 Democratic assembly~ 
men would be sufficient to accomplish that 


end. 
May Indict Gov. Sulzer. 

New York. Aug. 10.—[Special.)]—There is a 
bare chance that Gov. William Sulzer mar 
not. be impeached and that his indictment 
will be sought instead. The Frawley com- 
mittee ig divided as to the course to follow, 
a member of it sald today. 

It was the first hint of disagreement among 
the governor's foes. The committee is one 
in its belief in the governor's guilt. It is so 
satisfied with its revelations of Sulser's use 
of campaign money in stock speculation that 
not a single member wants or sees a need to 
go further and expose more evidence of 


wrongdoing. 
A majority of the committee favor im- 


They fear the governor would be acquitted 
on the ground that the wrongdoing charged 
was before he became governor.

CLUB SUFFRAdETS 


IN LONDON RIOT 


Police Beat Back Militants 
Who Endeavor to Storm 
Asquith Residence. 


MISS PANKHURST TAKEN, 


LONDON. Aug. 10.—The third attempt of 
suffragets under command of Sylvia Pank- 
hurst to take Premier Asquith's house in 
Downing street by storm failed today when 
the militant leader was captured by a cordon 
of police thrown across Whitehall after a 
stiff fight in which the officers used their 
clubs. 

The trouble began after a massmeeting 
held under the auspices of the free speech 
defense committee, called to demand the un- 
conditional release of George Lansbury, for- 
mer Socialist member of the house of com- 
mons. He was sentenced July 30 to three 
months’ imprisonment for making inflam- 
matory speeches, but was released Aug. 2 
under the cat and mouse act while on a 
hunger strike. 


Miss Pankhurst Exhorts Followers. 

Miss Pankhurst had refused an invitation 
to address this meeting when informed that 
she would not be permitted to urge her hear- 
ers to march upon Downing street. Free 
speech speakers advised the crowd not to 
attack the premier’s residence. 

But at the close of their meeting Miss 
‘Pankhurst, true to her promise made last 
week, mounted the plinth of the Nelson 
columnn and, in fiery words, ordered her 
sympathizers to follow her. 1 

Hatless, her hair bound close to her head, 
the young militant leader started down 
Whitehall surrounded by women carrying 
the Women's Social and Political union flag 
surmoumted by a red liberty cap and pre- 
ceded by a flying wedge of dockmen and other 
husky east enders. 


Police with Militants, 

The police in Trafalgar square allowed the 
procession to leave the square and then fell 
in behind. The suffraget sympathizers saw 
the reason for this move when they en- 
countered a battle line of heavy policemen 
drawn across Whitehall at the Horse Guards, 
the office of the inspector general. 

The militants rushed this line with such 
dash and courage that a few of them pene- 
trated the first cordon. Then the fight be- 
came so fierce that the police used their clubs. 
Reserves appeared and Sylvia Pankhurst 
and five other women and nine men were ar- 
rested and taken to the police station in taxi- 
cabs. 

Disheartened at the fate of their leader, 
the mob sullenly dispersed. 

Officers Treat Crowds Roughly. 

The police, blaming the suffragets for many 
months of enforced Sunday work, cleared 
the streets with unusual roughness, mount- 
ed officers riding down women and children 
without discrimination. 

One of the suffragets, a Miss Cook, who 
carried a banner during the fight, said to- 
night that Miss Pankhurst was badly injured 
during the mélée.

Special Envoy Probably 
Will Present Note to 
Huerta Today. 


WILSON FIRM IN STAND 


Will Refuse Recognition and 
Oppose Armed Intervention 
by United States. 


BACON WARNS OF JINGO TALK 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special.]— 
President Wilson’s refusal to recognize the 
Huerta government, which will be presented 
probably tomorrow through Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy, the American’ chargé d'affaires at 
Mexico City, as the medium of communica- 
tion for Special Envoy Lind, will be a direct 
categorical declaration on the part of the 
United States. . 

Mr. Lind arrived safely in Mexico City late 
tonight, according to advices received at the 
state uepartment from Charge O’Shaugh- 
nessy of the United States embassy. 

Advices from Mexico City say that a lit- 
tle previous to Mr. Lind's arrival students 
and laborers estimated to number 1,000 pa- 
raded the streets of the capital, carrying bane . 
ners, es a token of their approval of Pres- 
ident Huerta’s stand against accepting me- 
diation by the United States. 

President Huerta had given his approval 
to the demonstration and he and the mem- 
bers of his cabinet reviewed the parade from 
a balcony of the palace. There was no 
disorder. 


Note Reiterates Stand. 

The text of the American note is not avail- 
able, but from what is said in official circles 
here it will be a reiteration of Mr. Wilson's 
recent statement of principles in reference 
of Latin-American affairs. 

Under no circumstances will the presi- 
dent countenance a government founded on 
murder and not on the will of the people. 
It is his view that just government rests 
always upon the consent of the governed 
and that there can be no freedom without 
order based upon law and upon the publie 
conscience and approval.“ 


Expects Other Nations’ Aid. 

It is the belief of the president that when 
his note is made public it will receive the 
hearty approval not only of the American 
people but of foreign nations. He is hope- 
ful his refusal to recognize Huerta will be 
followed by similar action on the part of 
other governments, and that the combined 
effect will be to cause Huerta to seek an 
impartial election such as eventually will 
be proposed. 

There is widespread disappointment in 
Washington at the apparent failure of the 
president to have a comprehensive policy in 
connection with the Mexican situation. Cer- 
tainly the president did not indicate he had 
anything of the kind when he talked with the 
senate foreign relations committee last night. 
The three underlying purposes of his pro- 
gram as he described them which will be 
the basis of his future policy are: 

1. Refusal to recognize the Huerta 
government. 

2. Opposition to military interven- 
tion. 

3. Enforcement of the nentrality 
law in respect to munitions of war 
against the revolutionists. 


Seeks to Wait Developments. 

Beyond that the president's plan is indefix 
nite. He intends to wait on developments, 
depending on Mr. Lind and William Bay- 
ard Hale to keep him informed and ready at 
an opportune moment to take any step te 
improve the situation which may be deemed 
advisable. 

The fact that the president has no policy 
beyond the points referred to proves to 
those who have been following the situation 
in Washington that he has greatly modified 
the course he originally adopted. There 
ia no doubt that when Mr. Lind started for 
Mexico City he had instructions embodying 
a definite plan of action. 

On his arrival at Vera Cruz he received 
supplemental instructions which were de- 
scribed by the president to the senate foreign 
relations committee last night. The original 
plan, which was based on the elimination 
of Huerta, contemplated immediate media- 
tion with a view to early elections. “Mr. 
Lind was directed to present the proposals 
to Huerta upon his arrival in Mexico City. 


Bacon Speech Shows Situation.

ple of the United States, not by rumor, not 
by irresponsible newspaper paragraphs, but 
by official enunciation from the department 
of state, speaking for the president of the 
United States, that he has formulated a plan 
with a view to effecting, if possible, this de- 
sired result by peaceful means; that he has 
formulated a plan and that he is now en- 
gaged in the effort to execute it. 
Mr. President, I say what is not a secret. 
It is not mere rumor; it is known. It has 
been officiwly announced that the president 
has openly sent a personal representative to 
Mexico for the purpose and in the hope of 
bringing about some composition, some ar- 
rangement by which peaceful results can be 


secured. 


Denounce Public Forecasts. 

At the White House conference last night 
both the president and Secretary Bryan 
sharply denounced the newspapers for 
printing forecasts of Mr. Lind’s instructions. 
These forecasts aroused the anger of Huerta 
who cleverly made the only move from which 
he could gain capital. This was by prociaim- 
ing that he would not receive Mr. Lind, 
would not accept mediation, and would repel 
intervention by force. 

Huerta’s defiant attitude, which the admin- 
istration pronounced incredible before 
receiving official confirmation concerning it, 
caused the president to realize he had made 
a dangerous play. Unwilling to resort to 
military measures, there was nothing for 
him to do but back up.” 

It developed today that the president him- 
self has been handling the Mexican situation. 
Apparently the secretary of state has merely 
been flitting around the edges. Secretary 
Bryan last night said he was not acquainted 
with the details of the president's policy 
until Mr. Wilson himself explained it in his 
presence to the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee. 


Adviser of President Unknown. 

Just who had been the adviser of the presi- 
dent, if any one, has not developed. He 
places a great deal of reliance in Mr. Hale, 
who now is in Mexico City. Before Senator 
Root went to Europe it is said that he placed 
his services at the disposal of the president, 
but the latter advised him he needed no as- 
sistance from the New York senator and the 
latter could proceed abroad. 

John Bassett Moore, counselor for the state 
department, according to all accounts, 
favored the recognition of the Huerta gov- 
The president has set-his face 
against anything of the kind. 

Government officials are speculating as to 
the action Huerta may take when notified of 
the refusal of President Wilson to recognize 
his government. Probably he will terminate 
summarily all relations with the American 
embassy and cancel the exequaturs of Amer- 
sean consuls. He may issue an order of em- 
bargo upon American imports, but this is un- 
likely because the Huerta government needs 
every dollar it can get and the customs are 
an important treasury resource. 


Will Obey Wilson’s Request. 

Unsatisfactory as the president’s explana- 
tion was last night to many members of the 
foreign relations committee, it is expected 
congress will heed his suggestion that mod- 
eration be exercised in the discussion of Mexi- 
can affairs. Senator Smith of Michigan who 
claims to have information which will ap- 
pall the American people, probably will take 
advantage of the public interest in Mexico to 
reveal part of the information he has 
gathered. 

The president is not concerned over the 
possibility that congress may pass a reso- 
lution directing him to recognize the Huerta 
government. It is a well established prin- 
ciple that the question of recognition is de- 
termined solely by the executive. It was 
maintained by Secretary Seward that “the 
recognition of revolutionary or reactionary 
governments belonged exclusively to the ex- 
ecutive, and cannot be determined interna- 
tionally by congressional action." 

The state department has been informed 
that there are only about 12,000 Americans 
atill in Mexico. This is good news for the 
authorities as in the case of an anti-Ameri- 
can demonstration the chances of protecting 
such a small number are greatly improved. 


STATEMENT MADE BY BAOON. 
IBT ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10._Further en- 
lightenment as to the errand of John Lind 
to Mexico City and the policy the president 
has formed came tonight from Senator 
Bacon, chairman of the senate committee 
on foreign relations, who said President wWil- 
son was facing a great responsibility in 
the present situation, and had the hearty 
support and cotperation not only of the 
foreign relations committee, but of members 
— the senate generally, regardless of party 
ines. 

To explain various interpretations of last 
night’s conference between the president and 
the foreign relations committee, Senator 
Bacon made the following statement: 

“The foreign reiations committee recog- 


nizes that the president is acting in good | 


faith in trying to solve this problem peace- 
fully. The president's undertaking is with 
that view, and in that general purpose the 
committee are in accord and have confidence 
in his sincerity and integrity. They recog- 
nize that he wishes to settle the question 
without violence and for the best interests 
of the United States and Mexico. 

Ot course, he cannot now be expected to 
go into all details. In the first place, some 
of the details are necessarily not yet worked 
out and depend, in a measure, on develop- 
ments and the information which is derived 
from the methods he is pursuing. In the 
second place, some matters of detail, if given 
out in advance in the present delicate situ- 
ation will defeat the ends sought to be ac- 

Quest for Capable Men. 
One of the principal objects of Mr. Lind; 
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Map Giving the Situation in Mexico at a Glanee. 
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in view and the general methods he is trying 
to employ. While generalities can be safe- 
ly dealt with, there are some matters f 
detail which in a delicate situation of this 
kind cannot be prematurely made public. 
Everybody realizes that it is a difficult ques- 
tion to handle and the strongest expressions 
upholding the president are heard from Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats, both in pri- 
vate conversations and on the floor of the 
senate. 

“There never was a greater responsibility ) 
on a man than now rests on the president 
to guard this country against being involved 
in war oh account of Mexico and I believe 
that it is the duty of every man, inside and 
out of congress, who has fidence in the 
integrity and capacity of the president to 
hold up his hands in the effort he is making 
and to do as little as possible to embarrass 
him in working out successfully the difficult 
undertaking.”’ 


Cruiser Sent to South. 
Secretary Daniels announced tonight that 
the cruiser Tacoma had been ordered from 
Newport, R. I., to the east coast of Mexico 
to take aboard American citizens desiring to 
leave. Many Americans have found refuge 
on board the battleships of Rear Admiral 
Fletcher’s squadron, but as the battleships 
can go into only a few of the larger harbors, 
it was decided to dispatch a vessel of light 
éraft to drop into shallow harbors along the 
coast. 

The Tacoma will proceed at once to Norfolk 
for coal and then steam southward, probably 
to join the battleships off Vera Cruz. 


Americans Leave Empalme. 

Safe removal of American citizens desiring 
to leave the danger zone in the vicinity of 
Empalme, Mexico, was reported to the navy 
department today by Rear Admiral Cowles, 
commanding the American Pacific fleet, 
from Guaymas, Mexico. The refugees are 
being taken care of on the cruiser Pittsburgh 
and the supply ship Glacier and will be sent 
to the United States, according to Rear Ad- 
miral Cowles’ wireless dispatch. 

The local authorities,“ reported the rear 

admiral, “ have delivered over L. H. Morri- 
gon to the commander of the Pittsburgh for 
transportation to the United States, and 
William Zierick, now being taken care of on 
the Glacier, will go north on that ship. The 
consul made all arrangements for the trans- 
portation from Empalme to Guaymas for 
Mrs. G. C. White and Mrs. H. I. Martin. in 
order to take them on the Pittsburgh. Gen- 
eral Manager Hines of the Southern Pacific 
company ordered an Empaime railroad offi- 
cial north by rail and he has gpne that way. 
Arrangements have been made for transpor- 
tation by the Glacierj fon Mri and Mrs 
Charles Hopkins. Mre. David Gibson, and 
five small children.” 
The Americans reported removed to the 
warships are the families of prominent 
Americans for whom anxiety has been felt 
for some time. The Glacier will sall north- 
ward today or tomorrow and the Pittsburgh 
will follow later. 


EMPALME IS BOMBARDED. 
Nogales, Ariz., Aug. 10.—An unexpected 
bombardment of Empalme was occasioned

American interests in Mexico, outside of 
railroads, are mostly in Sonora, Chihuahua, 
and Durango. A recent estimate placed 


American losses through the revolutions of 
the last three years at from $40,000,000 to 
$50,000,000, 

To Huerta the Constitutionalists concecd® 
only the states of Mexico, Hidalgo, Quere- 
taro, and Puebla, and the railroad from Vera 
Cruz to Mexico City. 

The Zapata rebels have their camp in the 
mountains at Cuernevaca, only fifty miles 
south of Mexico City, and are in such contro! 
that Zapata is said to have vetoed Huerta's 
permission for a Japanese colony in that 
region. 

The talk of the possibility of a Japancse 
landing in Mexico in a war between the 
United States and Japan gives interest to 
the location of Magdalena bay and Guaymas, 
on the Pacific coast. as shown on the map 

The mountainous nature of Mexico is 
graphically shown in the shading. As will 
be seen, much of the country has an altitude 
of over 5,000 feet, and many parts of it are 
8,000 feet above the sea level. In the event 
of American intervention in Mexico this high 
altitude of the country probably would ne- 
cessitate acclimating American troops un- 
used to the air of such heights before they 
could do any hard work.

Chicagoans may prepare to be surprised 
this morning at the variety and amount of 
the products of the city, if the 30,000 mer- 
chants who are planning to exhibit in. the 
“ Made in Chicago" week keep their prom- 
ises to the Association of Commerce. 

For weeks committees of the Association of 
Commerce have been reporting on the extent 
of the trade in various lines. The reports 
have shown that Chicago manufactures al- 
most everything that can be manufactured 
in this climate. Collars are about the only 
exception. 

The display, which last year was confined’ 
mostly to the loop district, has become pop- 
ular with merchants in outlying business dis- 
tricts. Many neighborhood business men’s 
associations are planning parades to boom 
their particular sections of town. The most 
ambitious of the parades will be given by 
the Northwest Side Business Men’s associa- 
tion. The march will begin at Milwaukee and 
Grand avenues in the morning, extend 
through the loop, the west and south sides, 
and return. 


Put Lid on Phone Company. 

The Woodlawn Business Men's association 
will not permit the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany to enter a float in the Made in Chi- 
cago" pageant in Woodlawn on Aug. 21. 
President T. R. Davis declares the associa- 
tion does not want any public service cor- 
poration in the celebration. At the last 
meeting of the association a controversy 
arose between several members when it 
was proposed to allow the telephone com- 
pany to be represented and a chair was 
thrown at one of the speakers.

JEWEL EARRINGS FOUND. 


John Faith and “Harold F. Schneider” 
May Be Booked. 


The Chicago police have two men in cus- 
tody thought to know something about the

This is at 
least the twentieth time the police have ar- 
rested the alleged murderers The ei- 
dence for holding the two men is given by 
First Deputy Schuettler. 

One is John Faith of 3018 West Huron 
street. The other man’s name was given out 
by Schuettler as Harold F. Schneider.” 

Faith and Schneider were arrested 
on Tuesday night, according to Schuettler. 
Both are said to have served sentences at 
Pontiac. Schneider is a vaudeville singer and 
musician. Faith is a teamster. 


Shot, Hacked, and Burned. 

Logue was murdered on Dec. 19 in his jew- 
elry shop on the fifth floor of the McVickers 
building. He was shot, hacked with a knife, 
and burned with acid. Jewelry had been 
removed from the safe in the store. The 
aged jeweler was alone in his shop when 
killed. No one saw the murderers and 
apprehension of them has been difficult for 
that reason. The murder took place at 
noon when Madison street was crowded with 
Christmas shoppers, but none heard the 
shot or struggle. 

A woman is said to have informed on Faith 
and Schneider. The woman, said to have 
been spurned by Faith after bearing a 
child of which he is said to be the father, 
told of stolen jewelry given her. 


Faith Talks Freely. 

Faith talked freely, according to Schuettler. 
He accused Schneider.“ Schneider de- 
nies Faith’s story. Faith told the police 
“Schneider” had acted the entire murder, 
detail by detail, for him and laughed at the 
police because they could@n’t apprehend h'm, 
it is said, 5 

Schuettler says he hagdther witnesses who 
will corroborate Faith's story, A small pair 
of diamond earrings was found in the possee- 
sion of Schneider.“ Logue’s office boy will 
be called today to try to identify the earrings. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Frank John- 
ston questioned Faith and Schneider.“

Knights Attend Services in the 
Denver Auditorium: Parade 
First Big Event.

Denver, Cole, Aug. 10.—[{Special.]—The 
Gays of crusading have not entirely passed 
for the Knights Templar of America if they 
follow the ideas expressed by their venerable 
grand prelate. Biskop John M. Walden of 
Cincinnati, at the divine service held this 
afternoon at the Auditorium. 

White slavery, child labor, and the liquor 
interests are the pagans of modern times in 
Bishop Walden's eyes, and he preached a 
crusade against these and other social and 
economic conditions with a vigor that belied 
his 82 years. .

„But there are still conditions in society 
whers countless women are enduring con- 
stant and heartless suffering. The report 
in several cities of the cruel and vicious 
results of underpaid service in stores, shops, 
and other places where women, young and 
old, are employed, forms a trumpet call to 
every man of the church and to every Sir 
Knight to study how this grievous social 
problem may be solved. 

“The number of sufferers from child la- 
bor, however great, is exceeded by the num- 
ber of women and children who suffer from 
the baleful effects of the saloon. The ver- 
dict of the human conscience is the saloon

COURT CLERKS’ PAY BY FEES

Changed by Proposed Senate In- 
quiry—Means Big Cut in Incomes, 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—{Special. ]— 
The senate this week will pass a resolution 
for the appointment of a committee of five 
senators to examine into the question of 
fees and compensation allowed to clerks of 
the federal n court and Circuit Courts 
of Appeals.

No Relief in Missouri, Kansas, 
and Oklahoma After 
Week’s Drought, 


CREEKS AND RIVERS DRY. 


Sticks Around 1 00 
Mark; Electric Storm Sweeps 
Over Philadelphia. 


Kansas City, Mo., Aug. 10.—Kansas, Mis- 
souri, and Oklahoma saw no relief today 
8 the extremely hot wave that for more 
tha a week has tortured the people of the 
three states. Temperatures above 100 were 
recorded at every point reporting. 

In some places there are indications of 
rain and cooler weather. No rain fell during 
the day. 

The highest temperature in Kansas re- 
ported today was at Great Bend, where 4 
mark of 100 degrees was reached. At that 
place late tonight clouds were gatHering and 
signs considered good for rain soon. 

Many places report temperatures of 106 
and 108 degrees. In Topeka 101 degrees was 
reached. 

The maximum temperature in Kansas 
Several Missouri points re- 
ported 104. 


Torture in Kaneas Terrible. 

Topeka, Kas., Aug. 10.—Ever since last 
Sunday, seven sweltering days, Kansas has 
been in the center of a terrific heat v ave. 
The mercury here rose to 98 above last 
Sunday. It was 101 on Monday, 103 on Tuvs- 
day, 101 on Wednesday, 104 on Thursday, 103 
on Friday, and 101 on Saturday. 

This breaks all August consecutive heat 
records for the state since the weather de- 
partment was established, and that was 
twenty-five years ago. 

It has been a terrible summer for Kansas. 
As early as May 30 the mercury rose to 
the 100 mark. Cool periods followed heat 
waves all through June. In July the heat 
was terrific for days ata time. Then came 
August and found the state dry and parched 
with drouth and distracted by weeks of ‘eat, 
and it has sent down seven sizzling days and 
seven terrific nights. It is hard to estimats 
the damage and suffering. 

All the creeks in the state are dry, and most 
of the rivers. The last trace of rainfall in 
Topeka was July 28, when light showers fel! 
during the afternoon. 


Storm Sweeps Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 10.—A young wom- 
an Was killed by lightning, a baby crushed 
to death by a falling tree, and scores of per- 
eons were injured by flying debris during a 
wind, rain, and electrical storm which ewept 
over this city today. 

Street car traffic in all sections of the city 
was tied up by large trees and poles which 
were thrown across the tracks, breaking the 
trolley wires as they fell. 

The maximum temperature today was 96 
degrees at 3 p. m. and it was only two de- 
grees lower at 4 o'clock. 

Five deaths were reported as due to heat 
and execessive humidity. 


Storm Strikes New York. 

New York, Aug. 10.—[Special.]—With the 
deluge of rain that drenched Greater New 
York late this evening came a storm that 
was veritably a tornado in the fury with 
which it raced across the Hudson from the 
Palisades, carrying death and destruction in 
its wake. At least six persons were killed 
and probably fifty injured, many of them so 
badly that they were taken to hospitals, and 
ten drowned. One man was killed and «a 
dozen persons seeking safety from the storm 
were injured when a bolt of lightning struck 
a tree under which they were standing. Hun- 
dreds of yachts were capsized on the sound 
and the Hudson. It is believed that ten per- 
sons were drowned.

Week to Urge House Committee. 


JANE ADDAMS COUP PLANNED 


Chicago Worker to Address Congress- 
men; Program Outlined. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special. ]—It 
is up to the Democratic party to take action 
on the woman suffrage question. 

The National Council of Women Voters, an 
organization representing the 4,000,000 wom- 
en voters of the equal suffrage states, will 
hold ite first convention in Washington this 
week, the principal purpose of the confer- 
ence at this time being to urge upon the rules 
committee of the house of representatives 
the appointment of a woman suffrage com- 
mittee. 

The opening session of the Council will be 
held on Wednesday, at which the subjects of 
discussion will be the history of federal work 
for woman suffrage, the national strength of 
the movement today, and the euffrage situa- 
tion in the United States and in the house of 
representatives. 

Prominent Women Will Speak. 

The principal speakers will be Mrs. Emma 
Smith Devoe of Washington, national pres- 
ident of the council; Miss Alice Paul and 
Miss Lucy Burns of the congressional com- 
mittee ef the National Association for Wom- 
an Suffrage, and Miss Jeanette Rankin of 
Montana. 

On Thursday Mies Jane Addams of Chi- 
cago will appear before the rules committee, 
together with Mrs. Devoe, Dr. Harvey W. 
Wlley, the pure food expert; Dr. Cora Smith 
King, and other prominent suffragists, and 
on the following day the council will hold 
sessions behind closed doors to discuss the 
legislative situation in the various states and 
decide upon its plan of action. 

On Friday evening there will be a mass- 
meeting in the Belasco theater, addressed by 
Miss Addams, Senator Brady of Idaho, Miss 
Helen Todd of California, and other pomi- 
nent speakers. 

Illinois will have a large representation in 
the council. Miss Addams, who will be the 
guest in Washington of Miss Julia Lathrop, 
chief of the children’s bureau, will be the 
official delegate of Illinois; Mrs. Claude U. 
Stone, wife of Representative Stone; Mrs. 
Frank T. Chair, wife of Representative 
Chair; Mrs. Gilson Gardner, Mra. Jessie 
Hardy Stubbs, and many other Illinois 


women resident in Washington will repre- . 


sent their state. 


Far West Sénds Women. 

Mrs. George Sutherland, wife of Senator 
Sutherland of Utah; Mrs. Frank Mondell. 
wife of Representative Mondell of Wyoming, 
and Mrs. Harry Seldomridge of Colorado, 
wife of Representative Seldomridge, are dele- 
gates from their states.

The National Council of Women Voters was 
organized in 1911, when there were five equal 
suffrage states, and a voting strength of 
400,000 women. There are now ten equal 
suffrage states, including Illinois, and a 
yoting population of 4,000,000 women.

“Feminine Voters Less Gulli- 
ble than Men,” Asserts 
Suffrage Official. 


MIXED SERVICE URGED, 


Mrs. Rhodus Wants Equal Sex 
Division on All Trial Bodies 
in the Courts. 


Chicago women voters yesterday declared 
themselves enthusiastically in favor of 
women serving on juries. The determination 
of the Cook county jury commissioners to 
call women to general jury service and to 
leave for the courts the decision of the legal- 
ity of women jurors was praised by suf- 
fragists. 

The right to serve on juries,’’ said Mrs. 
B. L. Engelke of the Sixth Ward Equal Suf- 
frage association, “ is a thing we have looked 
forward to since we became citizens. By 
right of our power to vote I can see no rea- 
son why the courts might rule against 
women serving on any jury. 


Calls Women Less Gullible. 

In cases where women are the defend- 
ants-especially in homicides—women are 
logically the ones to serve on the jury. They 
are not so susceptible to superficial impres- 
sion, and are less gullible than men. They 
understand women and have more unpreju- 
diced sympathy with both defendants and 
plaintiffs than men are likely to have. 

Women as jurors would be able to cope 
with all problems that come before the 
courts. We have alread'y seen that in many 
cases men are not fitted to serve on juries 
where women are being tried for homicide. 
Lawyers for the defending women have been 
able to picture sentimental scenes whica 
have impressed the men jurors and resulted 
in letting dangerous women go scot free 


Urges Mixed Juries. 

Mrs. Charlotte Rhodus, president of the 
Woman's party of Cook county, believes 
juries should be composed of six men and 
six women. 

I believe women are as well fitted intel- 
lectudlly to serve on juries as men,“ she 
said. ‘*‘ Women have just as keen judgment 
and as much logic as men, despite the ancient 
jokes to the contrary. Women are able to 
see through cases before courts and arrive 
at impartial verdicts as well if not better 
than men. In order that the best and most 
efficient juries be impaneled I would sug- 
gest six men and six women as jurors.” 

Mrs. Marian Biel declared herself ready 
under any circumstances to respond to a call 
for jury service, 

Definite stand in regard to the proposed 
subway system was taken by the Woman's 
party of Cook county in a set of resolutions 
to be sent to the mayor and city council.

In spite of all this 
and the obvious commercial advantages 
which would follow, nothing has been done to 
eradicate either the yellow fever or the 
plague. There has been talk of cleaning it up. 
‘ Graft Infests Ecuador. 

The honest people of Ecuador object to 
money being appropriated for this project 
unless the Americans have charge of the 
éleaning. They know from past experience 
that but little of the money will be spent 
for sanitation, while most of it will go into 
the pockets of politicians. The politicians

“The whole west coast of Peru is infected 
with plague. Not onty the ports but the 
towns back of the ports are in this condition. 
The plague gained an entrance in 1902 be- 
éause of deficient quarantine. It came prob- 
Adly from Hongkong. At first the Peruvian 
authorities were energetic in trying to sup- 
press it. The amount of money necessary 
and the difficulties they had to overcome dis- 
eouraged them to such an extent, however, 


that they finally ceased their efforts. This’ 


year there have been more cases than at any 
other time during the last five years. 

An Chile the ports north of Valparaiso are 
infected. This is especially true of Iquiqui 
and Antofagasta. The chief difficulty in 
éfadicating the plague is that the prevailing 
type of house construction favors the contin- 
yed existence of the plague bearing rat and 


Due to the recent earthquake in Chile, Val- 
paraiso has been practically rebuilt, as has 
also a large part of Santiago. The new con- 
struction is of more solid material and has 
thus considerably lessened the difficulty of 
exterminating the rats. 

The failure to clean up the various infected 
ports is due to a variety of causes. Igno- 
rance is one of the chief causes.

There are Europeans who not 
only occupy the same position, but even in a 
considerable number of cases maintain that 
the action of the American authorities is 
only an excuse to give the United States a 
chance to interfere in the countries con- 
cerned.

SHOTS FIRED AT PARTY. 


Efforts at Dock Trouble Will Continue 
Despite Handicap. 


Duluth, Minn., Aug. 10.—Frank Little, an 


officer of the Industrial Workers of the World 
and leader of the dock workers here, who 
was kidnaped on Thursday by several rail- 
road detectives. was rescued today by a 
party of Industrial Workers and Socialists 
under the leadership of Erick ‘Erickson of 
Portiand, Ore. 

The rescuing party, numbering ten men, 
left for Holyoke, Minn., late Saturday night. 
None of the party carried firearms, the plan 
being to surround the kidnaping party and 
demand the release of Mr. Little, who was 
being held prisoner at Getty's farm, a short 
distance from Holyoke. 

After arriving at Holyoke the rescuing 
party was reinforced by a number of citizens 
and a constable armed with a warrant which 
demanded the release of Little. 

When the party reached the Getty farm 
and had demanded the surrender of Mr. Lit- 
tle, the men who were holding him are said 
to have fired a number of shots at the rescu- 
ing party, and in the confusion Little eluded 
his captors and joined the Industrial Work- 
ers, with whom he returned to Duluth this 
morning. None the shots was effective.

Wants Smaller School Board. 


The creation of enthusiasm to prevent the 
board of education from accepting the resig- 
nation of Mrs. Ella Flagg Young as superin- 
tendent of Chicago schools was called a 
“spasm” by Dr. C. H. Treadwell, a physician, 
who occupied the pulpit of the All Souls’ 
church, at Abraham Lincoln center yesterday 
morning. 

“The trouble with spasms,” Dr. Treadwell 
said, “is that they prevent persons from think- 
ing clearly and they make those afflicted feel 
like kicking somebody when perhaps they are 
the ones who ought to be kicked. 

“Before Mrs. Young handed in her resigna- 
tion Chicago citizens were asleep to the evils 
of the public school system. When she re- 
signed they waked up with a big jump. They 
held up to scorn certain members of the board 
of education, and when the specific trouble 
was fixed they settled back to the same com- 
Placency. They do not stay at the task long 
enough to see that permanent and adequate re- 
form is wrought. They ought to see that a 
board of education is created that can be held 
: responsible for its acts, and this cannot be done 
go long as the board is kept as large as the 
present one. 

“The superintendent of schools ought to be 
an executive equal to the head of our largest 
commercial enterprises, and then he or she 
ought to bé backed by a board of directors who 
can be held responsible for their acts. 
Social movements ought not to like sky. 
‘rockets going up in a blaze of light coming 
down in darkness. 

“The. greatest danger to social movements 
is the smugness, the self-complacency of 
people. They are like the Pharisees of Christ's 
time. They sit in the churches and look at the 
soft Mght coming in through stained glass win- 
dows and feel in themselves something of the 
halo of sainthood when they ought to be con- 
sidering their neighbors.”

on CHARGE OF KILLING WIFE. 


Experts Examine Mass Found in Fur- 
nace to Learn Whether or Not It Con- 
tains Ashes of Human Bones. 


SHOWERS PUT MERCURY DOWN; | 
CHICAGOANS GET COOLED OFF. 


Maximum for Sunday 22 Degrees Lower 
than Gaturday—Today Expected to 
Bring Continued Unsettled Weather. 


2 John Grady, whose common law wife, Mrs. 


Nellie Hausman-Grady, disappeared from 
his home at 121 East Twenty-fifth street, two 


“ years ago, and for whose alleged murder he 


has been arrested, will be arraigned this 
morning before Municipal Judge Mahoney. 
A continuance will be asked, pending fur- 


ther investigation of the case and the re- 


port of the University of Chicago professors 
as to whether or not the charred mass which 
the police found in Grady’s furnace contains 
human bones. 

Lieut. Edward Grady visited the Twenty- 


fifth street house yesterday, accompanied by | 


two detectives and Mrs. Grace Krueger, 
daughter of the missing woman by her first 
husband, Hugh Connell. They went in search 
of a butcher knife, which Mrs. Krueger 
thought might have ben used to kill her 
mother. No weapon was found. 

Mrs. Krueger told the lieutenant she de- 
came suspicious on learning of her mother’s 
absence from the house, and said she and her 
husband and friends watched it all last win- 
ter. They learned nothing, however. 

Meantime Grady, who says his wife left 
him, remains calm in his cell at the Cottage 
Grove avenue station and laughs and jokes 


with the police.

SARDINE BUTTER.—Bone, if necessary, and 
pound or put the fish through a s:eve and mix 
with an equal quantity of butter. Serve on 
crackers or toast. 

A recent recipe for broiling sardines advised 
turning them every ten seconds, which is not 
highly practicable with the broilers most fam- 
ilies use. Every two minutes will suffice. 

In “The Cook Book of Left Overs” there 
are the following recipes: 

SARDINE SANDWICHES.—Sardines and 
hard cooked egg yolk. Remove the skin and 
bones from the sardines; mash them to a paste 
with the egg and season with salt, pepper, and 

a little lemon juice. 

TOASTED SARD INN SANDWICHES.—Cut 
thin slices of white bread into squares, tri- 
angles, or rounds. Remove bones and skin 
from the sardines. Add lemon juice and a 
dash of cayenne to the fish. Spread bread 
lightly with butter, then with the sardine mix- 
ture. Toast a delicate brown. Serve hot. A 
good dish for Sunday night supper. 

LUNCHEON RELISH OF SARDINES.—Dip 
slices of cold hominy in milk and eggs beaten 
together. Lay them in a buttered pan and put
